• Says Warren S. Hayden, of the invest- 


ment banking firm of Hayden, Miller and 
Company, Cleveland: 
"I think the people are coming to see 


the necessity of protecting capital invested 
in public utilities. They have been greatly 
misled in that regard and the obligation to 
deal honestly with invested capital has 
sometimes rested very lightly upon the pub- 
lic conscience, but whatever the moral sense 
of the public at any particular time, it is a!7
